The votes in the Senate, as other raw 
materials come to be discussed, will be 
scanned with interest. They may not 
have the full economic and political 
significance of the votes on iron ore, 
but it is believed that the principle 
which Senators of both parties and of 
all sections have united in enunciating 
by their vote on iron ore will dominate. 
Broadly stated, the principle is that if 
the protective-tariff policy is to be main- 
tained it is just that protection should 
be given American producers of raw 
materials equal to the protection given 
to users of such raw materials in the 
production of other articles. 

Such a principle is just to everybody 
concerned. When are considered the 
advantages enjoyed by seaboard users 
of Cuban ores in the way of provisions 
in the Cuban reciprocity treaty, cheap- 
ness of production and of freight, draw- 
backs, ete., it is obvious that while free 
iron ore might have added just so much 
to the profits of the owners of Cuban 
ores, and, if such ownership should pass 
to owners or controllers of American 
ores, the absolute suppression of many 
independent owners of small American 
deposits would be but a question of a 
short time, there is absolutely no oc- 
casion for belief that the tariff on iron 
ore will cripple the operations of sea- 
board plants, and it will tend to prevent 
the possibility of ownership of foreign 
ore deposits by American interests from 
being used to beat down the operations 
owners or users of

BUILDING UP VIRGINIA. 
Gratifying material advancement in 
Virginia in the past few years is shown 





in the annual report of Commissioner 
G. W. Koiner and the Board of Agri 
culture and Immigration of that State. 
Since 1900 the annual value of farm 
products, forest products and mineral 
output has increased from $129,104,000 
to $204,000,000. 
points out that, while agricultural con- 
ditions are improving generally, there 
marked advancement along 
some particular lines. In the past 10 
years trucking has increased 500 per 
cent., fruit growing 200 per cent., sheep 
raising 150 per cent. and the hay crop 
100 per cent, 
becoming of more importance, and they 
produced last year to the value of 
$5,000,000. Corn, with an annual value 
of $30,000,000, is the leading single crop 
of the State, the average yield per acre 
being 26 bushels, though one farmer 
made last year 136 bushels to the acre. 
On land which was bought a_ short 
while ago for $4 an acre, but which is 
now held at $100 an acre, one farmer 
raised a $20,000 crop of Irish potatoes 
which had yielded in some parts 330 
bushels to the acre and afterwards grew 
a crop of 50 bushels of corn to the acre. 
The expansion of truck farming is 
marked by a growth in the canning in- 
dustry, which in one county alone 
yielded nearly $1,000,000, and small 
farmers are clearing several hundred 
dollars to the acre by canning their 
own crops of vegetables.

These manifestations of Virginia’s 
farm possibilities have been of im- 
portance in furthering the _ great

thrifty immigration to the State. The 
practical results of that work appear 
in the $40,000,000 which have been in- 
vested in real estate in Virginia during 
the past five years by persons from 
beyond its borders, 2000 of them havy- 
ing bought farms in the last year alone. 
These investments are in themselves 
great advertisements and directly con- 
ducive to other and greater investments 
of the same kind. 

An influence toward betterment of 
farm conditions is the regular circula- 
tion among 35,000 farmers of the litera- 
ture from the Department of Agricul- 
ture and Immigration, with frequent 
farmers’ institutes that are held in the 
winter and spring. Specimens of the 
literature are the bulletins, listing, with 
names of owners, postoffice addresses, 


county locations, number of acres, 
buildings and adaptability, together 
with other information of available 


farms and the annual report itself. The 
one for 1908 contains terse, practical 


articles on crimson clover, fertilizer 
formulas, curing clover and cowpea 


hay, saving money in feeding, growing 
alfalfa and its value in feed, varieties 
of grasses, hog raising, poultry as a 
business, potato culture, spinach, cauli- 
flower, lettuce, apples, co-operation in 
selling, tobacco, care of farm building, 
draining, sheep raising, dairying, farm 
sanitation, improved highways, etc. 
Another incentive to the upbuilding 
of the State is “A Handbook of Vir- 
ginia,” compiled by Commissioner 
Koiner and published by his depart- 
ment. This is revised at regular inter- 
vals, and there is hardly any informa- 
tion desired by the homeseeker or in- 
vestor that cannot be found within its 
300 pages.

The first conclusion, deducted by a 
doctor of philosophy, is as profoundly 
and philosophically obvious as a state- 
ment that the best way to make a sick 
person well is to improve his health. 

As to the second conclusion, intelli 
gence is in a quandary. For if it was 
necessary to spend several years and 
a couple hundred thousand dollars in 
discovering what are the conditions of 
woman and child wage-earners in this 
country, and the discovery apparently 
not yet made, how is it possible to de- 
duce that conditions of similar classes 
in Great Britain are worse? What ba- 
sis is there for any intelligent or valu- 
able comparison?

The Duty on Iron Ore. 
Editor Manufacturers’ Record: 

I have read with interest in the Balti- 
more and other papers the discussion on 
the subject of the iron-ore duty, and the 
demand seems to be general, on their part, 
that the duty be taken off; that by so do- 
ing the trade of Baltimore will be benefited 
and the consumers of iron ore will, by that 
action, be enabled to greatly reduce the 
cost of the ore they use, resulting in a 


great stimulus to the iron trade and en- 
able the ironmaker in the East to more 
successfully compete with the United 


States Steel Corporation. 

The tariff bill under discussion has been 
designed to increase the revenue of the 
Government, and to do this adding to the 
free list all importations of iron ore will 
not bring about that result. The object of 
the special session of Congress cannot pos- 
sibly be realized by adding to the free list. 

The claim made that the iron trade of 
Baltimore and the Eastern seaboard will 
be given new life if ore is placed on the 
free list is a very strange claim to one who 
looks at the subject from the real facts in 
the case. The claim is made that if ore is 
allowed to come in free the price will be 
so much reduced that there will be a larger 
importation, and therefore bottoms will be 
abundant for the exportation of wheat and 
coal. There might be something in this 
view if its advocates had a basis of fact 
to start on. One would suppose, from 
reading the articles advocating free ore, 
that the price to the consumer will be 
halved, but the facts are the reduction in 
the price, if reduced at all from the abol- 
ishing of the duty, which is not at all cer- 
will

On the assumption that the price 
will be reduced, the maker of pig-iron will 
save 50 cents per ton in the cost of iron 
only. This saving will not be sufficient 
to increase the production of pig-iron at 
Baltimore or any other Eastern point, as 
it is entirely unlikely that a duty of 25 
cents per ton on ore would prevent or in- 
terfere with the establishing of a new iron 
industry near or at the seaboard if one is 
under contemplation. If there is any cap- 
ial considering building a plant at Balti- 
more or any other Eastern point to make 
finished iron and steel it will be with the 
view of netting a profit of not less than $5 
per ton, and the duty of 25 cents on im- 
ported ore will not stop it for a moment. 
This subject must be looked at having 
in view the miners of Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, New York, Virginia, Tennessee, 
Georgia and Alabama, who are mining ore 
for the home buyer, and who comes into 
competition with the article. 
Twenty-five cents per ton may not seem 
to be a large sum, but in times such as we 
have had in the last two years it equals 
the total profit at many mines outside of 
the wonderful deposits of the Lake Supe- 
rior country. It is true that ores from 
Virginia, Alabama, Tennessee and Georgia 
do not come North, but the pig-iron maker 
for whom the ore miners supply the ore 
ship a great portion of their product into 
the Eastern seaboard, and the closer the 
competition is made for them in disposing 
of their iron through the use of foreign 
ores by the Eastern furnaces the harder it 
bears on the miner. The 
home producer of ore holds to the position 
that the much lower paid labor of Spain 
and Cuba gives the ore shipper from those 


imported

points an advantage which the duty on ore 
is intended to correct, and rightly so. 

The claim has been made that should the 
duty on ore be taken off, and should the 
price of ore be reduced to the furnace man 
to a corresponding sum, the buyer oi the 
finished articles would not reap any benefit 
therefrom is well taken, and it is capable 
of proof. 

We have shown that the total saving to 
the iron man, even if he is given a conces- 
sion in the price of ore by the foreign 
shipper of the entire duty, will be but 50 
cents per ton of iron, and this concession 
is extremely improbable, as the ore shipper 
will demand the market price of ore and 
will mark up his present price abroad as 
quickly as he can see the duty is to be 
taken off. Now, let anyone who claims 
that the consumer of nails, wire fencing, 
poultry netting, horseshoes, bar iron and 
the thousand and one articles of iron used 
in the domestic needs and purchased from 
the dealer in such supplies by the pound, 
let him say how much per pound to the 
consumer will these articles be reduced by 
the retail dealer. All of these articles are 
sold by the pound by the manufacturer to 
the wholesale dealers, and he, in turn, to 
the retailer. The saving of 50 cents per 
ton on the ore would amount, approxi- 
mately, to one-fortieth of one cent per

Congress or anyone in a 
place, claim that manufacturers, jobbers 
or retailers ever cut their prices so fine as 
to make concessions of one-fortieth of a 
cent in the pound. It is quite true that 
such articles as rails, pig-iron, billets and 
blooms, which are sold by the ton, do fluc- 
tuate in amounts of 50 cents per ton, but 
for the reasons given above these changes 
in prices are absorbed long before the fin- 
ished goods into which the pig-iron, blooms 





and billets are converted reach the con- 
sumer who buys by the pound. 

In view of the fact that the 25 cents 
per ton duty, if taken off, will go to the 
owners and miners of foreign ore in all! 
if taken off the 
price of ore no advantage will reach so far 
down the line as the buyer of finished arti- 
cles by the pound, why should there be any 
change in the duty? If it could be shown 
that the consumer will reap the benefit of 
the $250,000 which will be the amount of 
duty per year on an estimated importation 
of 1,000,000 tons per year, the demand to 
abolish the duty would have weight, but 
it cannot be so shown, and, in fact, the
